Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  ConnahTs  Quay  Urban  District  for  the  year  1951* 

The  census  of  England  and  Wales  in  April  1951?  gave  a home 
population  of  7,365  for  Connah’ s Quay  as  compared  with  the  1931 
census  figure  of  5? 980,  a percentage  increase  in  the  population 
of  23«2.  This  census  population  figure  includes  members  of  the 
Armed  Forces  stationed  in  the  area  at  the  time  the  census  was  taken. 
The  Registrar  GeneralT s estimated  population  for  mid-year  1951  is 
7,316.  The  birth  and  death  rates  are  based  on  this  estimated  mid- 
year population. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  1951  was  129,  giving 
a birth  rate  of  17" 6 per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  was  higher 
than  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  15*5  per  1,000 
of  the  hone  population*  In  1950  the  total  number  of  births  was 
153,  giving  a birth  rate  of  20.2  per  1,000  of  the  population,  so 
that  the  r : member  of  births  ar©  24  less  than  in  1950,  and  in 

consequent  ibe  birth  rate  has  fallen  from  20.2  to  17.6. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1951  was  85  as  compared  with 
63  in  1950,  an  increase  of  22.  The  death  rate  for  the  year  is 
11.6  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  lower  than  the  rate  of 
12.5  for  England  and  Wales.  As  compared  with  1950  the  death  rate 
has  risen  from  8.3  to  11.6. 

There  were  2 deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  1 year,  giving 
an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  15.5  per  1,000  live  births,  which 
is  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  29.6,  and  it 
is  also  lower  than  the  rate  for  the  district  in  1950  when  it  was 
19.6. 


The  principal  cause  of  death  was  Disease  of  the  Heart  and 
Circulatory  System.  Of  the  85  deaths  during  the  year  36  occurred 
from  Disease  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System,  that  is  42.3  per 
cent  of  all  deaths.  Cancer  accounted  for  16  deaths,  that  is  18.8 
per  cent  of  all  deaths.  Bronchitis,  Influenza  and  Pneumonia 
accounted  for  16  deaths  which  was  18.8  per  cent  of  the  total,  so  these 
three  main  groups  of  diseases,  i.e.  Disease  of  the  Heart  and 
Circulatory  System,  Cancer  and  Respiratory  Infections  accounted  for 
79.9  per  cent  of  all  deaths. 

Tuber on In? is  was  the  cause  of  death  in  2 persons,  a rate  of 
0.27  per  Iy0C  ) of  the  population  for  the  district  as  compared  with  a 
rate  of  0-31  for  England  and  Wales. 

Again  there  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria.  With  regard  to 
infectious  diseases,  the  main  factor  was  a sharp  epidemic  of  mild 
Scarlet  Fever  which  flared  up  during  the  last  3 months  of  the  year. 
During  the  year  66  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  the 
district.  As  has  already  been  mentioned  this  was  mild  in  character 
with  uo  deaths  and  without  any  serious  complications.  No  cases  of 
poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  or  food  poisoning  occurred  in  the  district 
during  1951* 


With  regard  to  water  supply  to  the  district,  an  unsatisfactory 
sample  was  obtained  in  September,  this  being  due  to  very  heavy  rain 
over  the  gathering  ground.  The  prompt  and  efficient  attention 
devoted  to  this  matter  by  your  Water  Engineer  resulted  in  an 
immediate  remedy  of  the  water  supply  with  resulting  bacterial 
purity. 

The  milk  and  ice  cream  samples  taken  durirg  the  year  were 
satisfactory  , 

With  reference  to  the  Clean  Pood  Campaign,  I am  pleased  to 
note  that  there  was  a noticeable  improvement  in  the  protection 
afforded  to  food  exposed  for  sale,  and  in  fact  one  grocer  who  was 
unable  to  conform  to  the  required  standard  of  hygienic  requirements 
in  his  store,  moved  to  another  premises  with  better  facilities. 
Although  conditions  in  some  food  premises  are  not  ideal,  I must 
thank  the  dealers  of  ConnahT s Quay  for  their  co-operation  in  this 
matter  of  clean  food. 

To  conclude,  Laides  & Gentlemen,  I must  thank  all  members  of 
your  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support,  and  in 
particular  rear  Chairman,  Mr.  Archibald,  who  was  particularly  helpful 
during  the  yearn  Your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  W.A.  Barker, was  as 
busy  and  active  as  ever,  and  your  Clerk,  Mr.  L.  Williams,  and 
indeed  all  your  officials  gave  me  their  continued  and  willing  help 
during  the  yearn

Sanitary  Circumstances  in_the  Area* 


Present  Supply  and  Description  of  Works* 

The  district  is  supplied  with  water  from  two  sources,  the 
greater  part  comes  from  tappings  on  the  Birkenhead  Aqueduct,  and 
is  passed  dire ably  to  the  district*  The  remainder  of  the  water  is 
taken  from  bb.e  Council’s  own  Gathering-ground  at  the  Waterworks* 

The  Waterworks  comprise  wooded  under  drained  Gathering  ground 
of  some  12  acres  in  extent,  from  which  a main  drain  conveys  water 
to  a chemical  house  and  coagulation  tanks.  Prom  these  tanks, 
water  passes  into  two  storage  reservoirs  of  100,000  and  250,000 
gallons  capacity  respectively,  and  is  pumped  through  two  pressure 
filters  and  base  exchange  type  softener  to  a treated  water 
storage  tank  of  100,000  gallons  capacity;  the  filtered  water  is 
chlorinated  en  route  from  the  softener  to  the  storage  tankc

SECTION  D 


EXISTING  HOUSES. 


Routine  detailed,  inspections  under  the  provisions  of  Housing 
Acts  were  not  mad e , though  detailed  inspections  of  some  houses 
were  made  with  a view  to  the  demolition  of  their  existence, 
and  it  appeared  that  these  houses  could  not  be  made  fit  at  a 
reasonable  cost*  Tentative  arrangements  were  made  with  a view 
to  demolition  when  rehousing  facilities  were  provided. 

Burt  cr, . there  are  many  houses  in  the  district  below  standard 
and  by  their  condition  and  siting  there  appears  no  alternative 
but  consideration  for  demolition* 

It  was  very  apparent  during  negotiations  with  landlords  for 
repairs  of  the  high  cost  of  these  repairs  in  relation  to  the 
rent  received* 

Some  families  were  rehoused  from  sub- standard  dwellings  and 
the  houses  were  not  re-let,  landlords  giving  such  promises.

SECTION  E 


FOOD  SUPERVISION. 

The  Council  adopted  the  Model  Byelaws  concerning  the  Handling, 
Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Food  and  Sale  of  Food  in  the  open  air. 

In  February  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  addressed  a meeting 
of  traders  of  the  district  on  the  implication  of  the  Byelaws,  and 
the  principles  of  Food  Hygiene. 

Later  in  the  year  a Sub-Committee  was  formed  to  consider  the 
applicability  of  the  byelaws,  and  the  following  resolution  was 
recommended  and  approved  eventually  by  the  Council,  instructing 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  endeavour  to  obtain  the  following  conditions 

(1)  Foods  such  as  unwrapped  cakes,  bread  and  meat  products, 
to  be  covered  either  in  cases  or  other  suitable  clean 
material,  so  as  to  prevent  contamination  by  the  means 
mentioned  in  the  Byelaws. 

(2)  Mixed  Shops. 

Where  there  is  sold  a mixture  of  articles,  and  there  is 
a possibility  of  contamination  of  food  by  indiscriminate 
handling  of  another  article  of  food,  then  the  dealers  be 
asked  to  adopt  a method  which  would  prevent  such 
contamination,  such  as: 

(a)  separate  assistants  for  the  sale  of  the  different 
articles  which  would  likely  cause  the  contamination. 

(b)  washing  facilities  in  the  shop  to  enable  assistants 
to  make  cleanly  approach  to  the  unwrapped  foods. 

(c)  to  arrange  for  period  sale  of  certain  articles. 

Generally . Not  to  allow  newspaper  to  be  used  to  wrap  foods  that 
do  not  require  cooking  before  consumption. 

That  the  Sanitary  Inspector  report  to  the  Council  any  difficulties 
which  should  arise. 

Further,  it  was  agreed  that  as  food  handling  hygiene  is  not 
primarily  a matter  for  food  traders  alone,  but  is  one  of  general 
public  importance,  and  that  means  of  propaganda  such  as  films,  etc 
be  utilized  for  notice  to  the  public. 

That  the  Sanitary  Inspector  visit  the  traders  with  a view  to  the 
above  recommendations  being  implemented. 

When  the  shops  were  visited  during  the  year,  the  substance 
contains  in  the  rooolutinn  was  endeavoured  to  be  carried  out  and 
a marked  improvemont  in  layout  of  foods  was  ob-t-ciinod . These 
layouts  chiefly  concerned  the  exhibiting  of  food  for  sale  and  its 
prevention  of  contamination  by  the  Public. 

The  supervision  of  shops  included  talks  with  traders  explaining 
reasons  for  improvements  and  the  necessity  of  carrying  out  food 
hygiene . 

Two  difficulties  met  with  were  firstly,  lack  of  space  in 
shops,  and  secondly,  the  mixed  business.  2 traders  changed  the:r 
premises  which  resulted  in  improved  layouts. 

Faecal  swabs  were  supplied  to  Doctors  in  the  area  so  that 
cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  the  Health  Department  could 
arrange  for  laboratory  examinations.

MILK  SAMPLING. 


14  samples  vere  submitted  for  laboratory  tests:

Both  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test  and  the  phosphatase  test 
were  satisfied  in  all  samples  of  milk  and  in  the  innoculation  tests 
neither  macroscopic  nor  microscopic  evidence  of  tubercle  could 
be  detected,

Of  the  14  samples  submitted  12  were  from  Connah's  Quay  traders  and 
2 were  from  vehicles  originating  from  other  districts  but  trading 
in  Connah’s  Quay,  and  the  one  sample  graded  2,  with  staph  aureus 
present  was  from  traders  vehicle.  Information  was  passed  on  to 
the  appropriate  Health  authority  where  the  ice  cream  was  manufactured 
and  I understand  that  the  standard  was  improved.

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases  Generally. 


Scarlet  Fever  cases  are  isolated  at  home,  where  satisfactory 
isolation  is  obtained,  other  cases  are  sent  to  hospital. 

Premises  where  infections  have  occurred  were  disinfected. 

During  late  summer  and  autumn  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever 
occurred.  It  was  of  a mild  type,  one  School  being  particularly 
effected  and  in  an  endeavour  to  prevent  spread  of  infection,  the 
School  was  sprayed  each  day  for  a period  of  a week. 

Bedding  from  deceased  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was 
destroyed,  payments  being  made  to  owners.
